Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1944. 

The  Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area  are  dealt  with 
in  Section  1.  The  Birth  Rate,  which  increased  from  16.3  in  1942  to 
17.44  in  1943,  has  continued  to  rise  to  18.72  in  1944.  The  Death  Rate 
of  the  town  has  also  increased  slightly  from  10.43  in  1943  to  11.4  in 
1944. 


The  few  changes  which  have  occurred  in  the  general  provision 
of  Health  Services  in  the  area  are  dealt  with  in  Section  II. 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  and  Housing  are  dealt 
with  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  Sections  III  and  IV  of  the 
Report. 

The  duties  of  Meat  and  Food  Inspection  are  dealt  with  in 
Section  V,  and  a full  account  of  this  work  appears  in  that  section. 

Section  VI  deals  with  the  Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious 
Diseases.  For  the  third  year  in  succession  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  have 
been  notified  to  me.

CLASSIFICATION  OP  THE  CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

The  table  gives  a short  analysis  of  death  and  the  ages  at  which 
they  occurred.  The  deaths  of  Eastleigh  residents  registered  away 
from  Eastleigh  are  included  in  the  table,  and  the  deaths  of  non-resi- 
dents registered  in  the  Borough  are  excluded. 

The  death  rate  11.44  is  slightly  higher  than  in  1943,  when  it 
was  10.43.  The  lowest  recorded  rate  in  the  Borough  since  its  entension 
to  its  present  size  in  1932  is  9.43  in  1934  ; the  highest  being  12.9  in  1940. 

Heart  disease  again  heads  the  list  with  a total  of  78,  but  it  will 
be  noted  that  over  76  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  returned  as  due  to  this 
disease  occurred  over  the  age  of  65,  when  it  may  be  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  natural  degeneration  was  the  cause. 


Deaths  from  Cancer  are  again  second  highest  on  the  list,  with 
a total  of  39,  which  is  a decrease  on  51  in  1943,  and  48  in  1942. 
The  various  death  rates  for  Cancer  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the 
last  seven  years,  which  give  a fairly  good  indication  of  the  extent 
of  the  disease,  are  as  follows  : — 

1938,  1.4  ; 1939,  1.7  ; 1940,  1.6  ; 1941,  1.4  ; 1942,  1.7  ; 1943.

There  are  ii  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  against  i8 
in  1943  and  7 in  1942.  The  lowest  death  rate  recorded  from  this  disease 
since  the  extension  of  the  Area  in  1932  is  0.18  in  1940.  The  various 
death  rates  for  this  disease  for  the  last  seven  years  are  as  follows  : —

The  death  rate  for  Infants  under  one  year — 35.36 — is  high  when 
compared  with  13.48  in  1942,  which  was  the  lowest  rate  recorded  in 
the  Borough  since  1921,  but  compares  favourably  with  previous  years.

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SECTION  II. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 

1.  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council, 
Medical,  Sanitary  and  Clerical,  including  in  each  case  information 
as  to  their  special  diplomas  or  certificates  of  qualification  as  well  as 
their  offices  and  duties,  have  been  incorporated  on  page  2 at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  Report. 

2.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Laboratory  at  Winchester  carries  out  all  the  labora- 
tory work  of  the  Borough,  including  bacteriological  examinations  in 
connection  with  infectious  diseases,  bacteriological  examinations  and 
chemical  analysis  of  water  samples  and  bacteriological  and  phosphatase 
examination  of  milk. 

3.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

A motor  ambulance  for  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  provided 
and  kept  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  a motor  ambulance  is 
provided  by  the  Borough  Council.  It  is  kept  at  the  Town  Hall  and 
provided  free  by  the  Borough  Council  for -accidents,  sudden  emergency 
and  maternity  cases,  other  cases  paying  according  to  schedule  of 
charges  laid  down. 

During  the  year  the  Ambulance  Service  proved  barely  adequate, 
and  in  32  cases  of  emergency  the  motor  ambulances  belonging  to  the 
Civil  Defence  Services  had  to  be  used. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  in  consequence  of  the  reduction  in  Civil 
Defence  vehicles,  the  County  Council  intimated  they  were  prepared 
to  hand  over  one  of  the  C.D.  ambulances,  which  was  stationed  in  the 
town,  at  a figure  of  £182.  The  Council  agreed  to  purchase  the  ambulance 
at  the  figure  quoted. 

4.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

A Sister  and  four  District  Nurses  supported  entirely  by  volun- 
tary subscriptions  and  working  under  the  directions  of  the  medical 
practitioners  are  available  for  the  Borough. 

In  Chandler’s  Ford  there  is  a certified  midwife  working  under 
the  District  Nursing  Association. 

Three  certified  midwives  residing  in  the  Borough  are  employed 
by  the  Hants  County  Nursing  Association. 

No  provision  is  made  for  nursing  cases  of  infectious  disease  in 
thS  home. 

Valuable  help  has  been  given  to  the  Nursing  of  Sick  Persons  in 
their  homes  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  First  Aid  Post.  This  has 
been  especially  valuable  at  a time  when  so  many  women  are  employed 
in  industry. 
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5.  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  County  Council  has  provided  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics,  chiefly  consultant,  also  Dental,  Orthopaedic  and  Tuberculosis 
Clinics  in  the  Borough,  and  has  arranged  Venereal  Clinics  at  South- 
ampton and  Winchester. 

A War-time  Nursery  was  opened  in  the  Borough  by  the  County 
Council  on  the  23rd  March,  1942,  the  control  and  management  of  the 
Nursery  being  dealt  with  by  the  Borough  Council. 

There  is  a Ray  Therapy  Clinic  run  by  the  District  Nurses  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Sister.  This  is  supported  by  subscriptions  and 
small  charges  to  the  patients. 

Scabies  Clinics  have  been  held  at  the  First  Aid  Post  during  the 
year  1944,  and  this  has  been  a great  help  in  keeping  Scabies  under 
control. 

6.  Hospitals — Public  and  Voluntary. 

An  isolation  hospital  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  is  provided 
by  the  Borough  Council.  The  accommodation  is  twelve  beds  in  per- 
manent buildings.  It  is  situated  at  Fryern  Hill,  Chandler’s  Ford. 

No  hospital  for  cases  of  small  pox  is  provided  in  the  area. 
Accommodation  for  these  cases  is  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Sanatoria  for  tuberculosis  patients  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council  at  Bishopstoke  and  Chandler’s  Ford. 

A few  beds  for  maternity  cases  have  been  reserved  at  Winchester 
Hospital  by  the  County  Council,  the  patients  paying  fees  when  able. 

There  is  no  children’s  hospital  in  the  Borough.  A voluntary 
children’s  hospital,  situated  at  Southampton,  frequently  accepts  cases 
from  the  Borough. 

Other  hospitals,  are  two  well-equipped  General  Hospitals  at 
Southampton  and  Winchester,  and  an  Eye  Hospital  at  Southampton, 
which  give  their  services  to  patients  from  the  Borough. 

7.  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  two  nursing  homes  which  take  maternity  cases  in  the 
Borough.  One  is  St.  Faith’s  Nursing  Home,  Merdon  Avenue,  Chandler’s 
Ford  ; the  other  is  Brackenlea,  Pine  Road,  Chandler’s  Ford. 

8.  Maternal  Mortality. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  investigation  of 
maternal  deaths  and  cases  of  puerperal  fever  by  the  County  Authority. 

9.  Byelaws. 

Under  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  Scheme,  1936,  it  was  enacted, 
inter  alia,  that  all  Byelaws  made  before  ist  January,  1933,  ceased  to 
be  in  force  on  the  expiry  of  two  years  from  9th  November,  1936,  unless 
previously  repealed  or  altered.  Accordingly  the  following  Byelaws 
were  in  operation  in  the  Borough  on  31st  December,  1944  : —

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Report  by  CHARLES  E.  JAMES,  A.M.LS.E.,  M.R.San.L, 
M.R.I.P.H.H.,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  comprises  Sections 
III.,  IV.  and  V.  of  this  Report,  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  District,  Housing  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
respectively. 

(a)  Water. 

Eastleigh  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southampton  Corpora- 
tion Waterworks,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Hawksley,  B.Sc.,  M.Inst. 
C.E.  (Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager)  for  the  following  information  : 

(i)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  during  the  year 
1944  has  been  satisfactory  [a]  in  quantity  and  (h)  in  quality. 

(ii)  Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  in  order  to  cover  all  water 
supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation  as  follows  : —

All  water  from  the  Corporation’s  sources  of  supply  is  treated 
before  distribution. 

The  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  may  be  afforded  from 
any  one  or  more  of  the  three  following  sources  : — 


Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Otterbourne. 
Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Twyford. 
River  Itchen  at  Otterbourne. 


After  treatment  the  waters  from  the  above  three  sources  are 
pumped,  as  required,  to  the  various  areas  supplied,  and  separate 
zones  of  supply  for  the  distribution  of  the  water  from  each 
source  are  not  maintained.  Samples  of  the  treated  water  for 
bacteriological  examination  are  taken  at  various  points,  and  the 
three  following  groups  of  samples  are  submitted  as  covering  the 
whole  of  the  supply  to  Eastleigh,  which  must  pass  through  one 
or  other  of  the  following  service  reservoirs  : —

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Water  Supply. 

On  the  17th  February,  1944,  the  time  period  allowed  in  the 
Eastleigh  (Water  Supply)  Order,  1943,  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
on  the  17th  November,  1943,  after  an  appeal  by  the  owner  of  a house 
within  the  Borough,  against  the  terms  of  a notice  served  on  him  under 
Section  138,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  requiring  him  to  furnish  a supply 
of  water  to  the  house,  expired.  On  the  9th  March,  1944,  the  Public 
Health  Committee  agreed  that  the  Council  themselves  should  secure 
the  provision  of  water  to  the  premises,  and  the  Town  Clerk  be  em- 
powered to  recover  any  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  so 
doing  from  the  owner.  This  work  was  completed  in  April,  1944. 

On  the  19th  April,  1944,  the  time  period  allowed  in  a Statutory 
Notice  served  on  the  owners  of  another  cottage  within  the  Borough, 
under  the  same  Section  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  expired,  whereupon 
the  Council  took  steps  similar  to  the  above  to  provide  the  house  with 
a suitable  supply  of  water. 

In  November,  1944,  a survey  of  the  water  supplies  in  the  area 
was  completed  when  it  became  possible  to  obtain  a comprehensive 
view  of  the  water  supply  problem  of  the  district  as  it  affected  existing 
properties.  Briefly,  the  situation  was  that  all  inhabited  properties 
within  the  Borough  were  supplied  with  main  water  with  the  exception 
of  two  farms  and  31  houses,  which  derived  their  water  from  18  wells, 
and  one  farm,  which  was  provided  with  water  by  a spring.  Samples 
of  the  water  were  obtained  from  all  the  wells  and  submitted  to  the 
County  Laboratory  for  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examina- 
tion. 

Of  the  supplies  to  the  three  farms,  the  spring  water  was  found 
to  be  satisfactory,  the  water  in  one  of  the  wells  was  found  to  be  polluted, 
while  the  water  of  the  third  well  was  found  to  be  heavily  charged  with 
iron  as  it  left  the  well.  These  results  were  communicated  to  the  occupiers 
of  the  farms,  and  arrangements  are  in  hand  for  providing  a supply  of 
main  water  to  the  two  farms  with  wells. 

Of  the  sixteen  wells  which  provided  water  for  the  31  houses, 
three  wells  supplying  five  of  the  houses  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
for  all  domestic  purposes,  the  thirteen  other  wells  which  supplied  26 
houses  were  found  to  be  polluted  and  unsatisfactory  for  domestic  pur- 
poses. These  results  were  communicated  to  the  occupiers  and  owners 
of  the  houses  concerned,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  two  of  the  houses 
supplied  by  one  of  the  polluted  wells  had  been  provided  with  a supply 
of  main  water,  and  arrangements  to  provide  others  with  a similar  supply 
were  in  hand. 

(b)  Drainage  and  Sewage. 

The  drainage  system  of  the  district  is  of  the  “ Partly  Combined  ” 
and  Separate  Systems.  The  whole  of  the  Borough,  with  the  exception 
of  the  village  of  " Middle,”  and  small  areas  of  “ Boyatt,”  “ Chandler’s 
Ford  ” and  “ Stoke  Common,”  is  sewered,  and  cesspools  in  the  out- 
lying parts  ofthe  district  are  being  dispensed  with  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
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A survey  of  the  drainage  system  of  the  town  completed  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1944  revealed  that  155  houses  had  cesspool  drainage 
which,  with  the  exception  of  about  40,  could  not  be  replaced  by  main 
drainage  without  an  extension  of  the  sewerage  system.

(c)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Three  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  the 
pollution  of  two  streams  by  the  Military  who  had  set  up  camps  in  the 
area.  In  one  instance  the  Military  had  connected  a foul  water  drain 
to  the  surface  water  sewer,  and  in  the  other  case  offensive  matter  had 
been  deposited  in  the  stream.  The  former  nuisance  was  abated  by 
connecting  the  drain  to  the  foul  sewer,  and  the  second  by  the  dispersal 
of  the  camp. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  correspondence  has  passed  between 
the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Agents  of  neighbouring  estates  regarding  the 
Sewage  Works  effluent  and  the  River  Itchen. 

(d)  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  greater  part  of  the  closet  accommodation  in  the  district  is 
on  the  water  carriage  system,  except  in  the  outlying  areas,  where  a 
recently  completed  survey  disclosed  there  are  154  houses  still  using 
the  conservancy  system.  These  are  chiefly  cottages  of  agricultural 
workers  ear-marked  for  attention  as  soon  as  conditions  permit,  when 
they  will  be  dealt  v/ith  through  the  County  Council  under  the  Housing 
(Rural  Workers)  Acts.

(e)  Public  Cleansing. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  scavenging  arrangements  during 
the  year.  The  bulk  of  the  town  refuse,  with  the  exception  of  that 
collected  in  Chandler’s  Ford,  was  tipped  at  a worked-out  sand  pit  at 
Fair  Oak.  The  refuse  collected  at  Chandler's  Ford  was  tipped  in 
Chandler’s  Ford. 
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The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  collected  in  a tumbler  cart  and 
disposed  of  at  the  sewage  works  for  filtration. 

The  contents  of  cesspools  are  collected  by  a mechanical  cesspool 
emptier  and  disposed  of  at  the  sewage  farm  or  into  a sewer. 

A few  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  smell 
and  flies  at  both  of  the  tips,  but  in  co-operation  with  the  officer  respon- 
sible attempts  have  been  made  to  comply  as  nearly  as  possible  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health’s  recommendations  for  controlled  tipping. 

During  the  year  a firm  which  specialised  in  the  cleansing  of 
cesspits  and  privies  in  Military  Camps  opened  a depot  in  the  centre 
of  the  town  for  parking  their  vehicles.  This  gave  rise  to  nuisances  and 
complaints,  and  the  firm  was  required  to  leave  the  district.

(l)  Smoke  Abatement.

{n)  Rats  and  Mice. 

The  active  prosecution  of  modern  methods  of  rodent  control 
commenced  in  this  Borough  in  July,  1943,  following  the  receipt  of 
Directions  from  the  Director  of  Infestation  Control,  Ministry  of  Food, 
dated  30th  June,-  1943.  The  district  was  surveyed  during  July  and 
August  and  a report  on  the  conditions  found,  together  with  some 
recommendations,  was  submitted  to  the  Eastleigh  Borough  Council  in 
September,  1943. 

In  January,  1944,  it  was  decided  to  appoint  an  Assistant  Rodent 
Officer  to  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
who  is  responsible  to  the  Borough  Council  for  the  effective  prosecution 
of  the  work.  The  appointment  of  this  officer  was  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  in  March,  the  officer,  Mr.  H.  Rosser,  commencing  his 
duties  on  the  ist  April,  1944,  the  following  being  a summary  of  the

Only  one  informal  notice  was  served  during  the  last  three  months 
of  the  year,  the  reason  being  that  the  treatment  of  infected  premises 
is  now  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  on  repayment. 

In  November,  1944,  at  the  request  of  the  Divisional  Rodent 
Officer  a start  was  made  to  disinfest  the  shopping  centre  of  the  town 
by  “ Block  Control methods,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  first 
two  blocks  had  been  surveyed,  the  cost  of  the  work  estimated,  and  the 
relevant  notices  had  been  served  upon  the  owners.

(p)  Bathing  Pools. 


An  open-air  bathing  pool  has  been  provided  by  the  Council  for 
the  use  of  the  public.  The  site  lies  between  two  tributaries  of  the 
River  Itchen,  the  bed  of  the  one  on  the  west,  a mill  stream,  being  seven 
feet  higher  than  the  one  on  the  east,  so  that  a continuous  flow  of  water 
is  maintained  through  the  pool. 

Samples  of  water  from  the  pool  and  river  were  sent  to  the 
County  Analyst,  but  these  proved  so  unsatisfactory  that  the  pool 
remained  closed  to  the  public  throughout  the  year. 

There  is  also  a private  bathing  pool  at  the  Pirelli-General  Sports 
Ground. 

(g)  Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  the  schools  in  the 
district  is  reasonably  good,  all  the  schools  being  on  the  water  carriage 
system  and  supplied  with  main  water. 
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{r)  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

During  the  year  an  old  wooden  hut  at  the  rear  of  Boyatt  Farm 
was  found  being  used  for  human  habitation  by  a man  and  his  wife. 
The  owner  of  the  hut  was  informed  of  the  conditions  found,  and  the 
occupiers  have  now  left  the  district. 

(s)  Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  four  offensive  trades  carried  on  within  the  Borough, 
namely  : — 

Blood  Drying.  Fat  Extracting. 

Bone  Boiling.  Rag  and  Bone  Dealing. 

The  trades  of  blood  and  bone  boiling  and  fat  extracting  are 
established  upon  the  premises  of  the  Four  Counties’  Bacon  Company 
(1927),  Ltd.,  and  are  carried  on  ancillary  to  the  trade  of  bacon  curing. 
The  factory  is  a modern  one  and  regularly  inspected  by  the  Meat  and 
Food  Inspector.  The  work  is  carried  on  without  nuisance,  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received. 

(/)  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  no  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough, 
but  during  the  year  under  review  the  Local  Authority  took  over  the 
Grantham  Road  Parish  Hall  and  used  it  for  receiving  Irish  workmen 
for  short  periods,  and  though  strangers  to  one  another,  they  were 
allowed  to  inhabit  one  common  room. 

At  the  request  of  the  Town  Clerk  the  building  was  closely  super- 
vised by  the  Health  Department.  During  this  period,  and  to  abate 
nuisances  which  arose,  the  Department  required  the  premises  to  be 
connected  to  the  public  sewer,  the  sanitary  accommodation  disinfected 
daily,  and  verminous  bedding  treated  when  necessary. 

(u)-  Houses-Let-in  Lodgings. 

There  are  no  registered  houses-let-in-lodgings  within  the  Borough, 
although  it  is  possible  that  several  of  the  large  houses  in  the  town 
qualify  for  this  description,  and  will  have  to  be  treated  as  such  in  the 
near  future. 

(?;)  Rag  Flock. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  where  rag  flock  is  manu- 
factured, but  there  is  one  firm  of  upholsterers  who  use  and  sell  rag 
flock. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Rag  Flock  Act  during  the  year 
and  no  samples  were  taken. 

(w)  Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928.

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5.  HOUSING  ADMINISTRATION. 


On  the  iith  October,  1943,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  Circular 
No.  2871,  which  outlined  a general  scheme  for  the  repair  of  houses. 
The  object  of  this  scheme  was  to  ensure  that  all  available  building 
labour  and  material  from  other  less  essential  work,  including  less 
essential  housing  work,  the  priority  to  be  accorded  to  the  work  depend- 
ing on  the  nature,  not  on  the  cause  of  the  defects,  and  on 
the  measure  of  the  improvement  in  housing  conditions  which  would 
result  from  the  execution  of  the  work. 


At  the  time  this  circular  was  issued  there  was  a definite  shortage 
of  labour  in  the  district,  and  the  small  amount  that  was  available  was 
immobile.  In  many  instances  work  was  being  carried  out  which  did 
not  come  within  the  meaning  of  “ Essential  Work  ” as  defined  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  2871,  and  to  the  detriment  of  more 
important  and  essential  repairs. 

On  receipt  of  Circular  2871,  local  contractors  and  builders  in  this 
area  were  approached  informally  and  given  details  of  the  scheme,  and 
a panel  was  formed  of  builders  who  intimated  that  they  were  prepared 
to  co-operate  with  the  Department.  The  following  scheme  was  then 
submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  : — 


The  Local  Authority  should  issue  Statutory  Notices  on  the 
owners  of  houses  requiring  urgent  repairs,  specifying  in  the 
Notices  the  works  required  to  repair  or  remedy  the  defects  in 
the  houses,  and  enclosing  a copy  of  Form  C.W.i  (application 
to  Local  Authority  for  a Certificate  of  Essentiality)  which  the 
owners,  if  they  intended  to  carry  out  the  work  themselves 
and  had  a contractor  available  to  do  the  work,  should  be 
required  to  fill  in  and  return  to  the  Public  Health  Department, 
when  a Form  C.W.2  (Certificate  of  Essentiality)  would  be 
issued  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

If  on  the  receipt  of  the  Statutory  Notice  the  owner  desired  to 
do  the  work,  but  required  assistance  in  finding  a contractor, 
he  should  be  required  to  return  Form  C.W.i  to  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  within  21  days  stating  he  required  assist- 
ance in  finding  a contractor,  when  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment would  forward  the  names  of  the  builders  on  their  panel 
who  had  agreed  to  carry  out  certified  work,  and  the  owner 
could  engage  one  or  obtain  tenders  from  all  of  them.  A 
Certificate  of  Essentiality  to  be  then  issued  by  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  notice  complied  with. 
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If  on  receipt  of  the  Statutory  Notice  the  owner  decided  not 
to  do  the  work,  Form  C.W.i  would  not  be  returned  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  within  21  days.  In  this  case,  the 
Public  Health  Department  should  send  schedules  of  the  work 
specified  in  the  Notice  to  each  of  the  builders  who  had  agreed 
to  carry  out  certified  work  requesting  them  to  tender  for  the 
work.  These  tenders  to  be  submitted  to  the  Council  at  their 
next  meeting  for  a decision  on  the  acceptance  of  tenders  and 
execution  of  work  in  default. 

This  report  was  considered  by  the  Council  on  the  25th  November, 
1943,  when  it  was  agreed  that  the  terms  of  the  Circular  be  operated  to 
the  fullest  extent. 

The  scheme  was  put  in  operation,  and  in  March,  1944,  the  Council 
invited  the  first  three  tenders  from  the  builders’  panel.  These  tenders 
were  considered,  and  the  lowest  accepted  by  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee on  the  nth  May,  1944.  The  work  commenced  in  June,  but  on 
the  7th  and  12th  July  fly-bombs  dropped  in  the  vicinity  of  the  houses, 
when  the  houses  were  further  damaged. 

The  result  of  these  incidents  was  that  all  work  on  these  houses 
under  the  provisions  of  Circular  2871  were  carried  out  by  the  Borough 
Engineer,  who  is  responsible  for  the  repair  of  war  damage  in  this  area. 

Action  taken  by  this  Department  in  respect  of  dilapidations  in 
other  houses  had  to  be  deferred  owing  to  all  available  labour  and 
materials  being  taken  for  the  repair  of  war  damage.  This  situation 
remained  practically  unchanged  until  the  end  of  the  year,  with  the 
result  that  it  was  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  the  services  of  builders 
for  any  housing  work  other  than  war  damage.  Details  of  the  work 
it  was  found  possible  to  get  carried  out  during  the  year  are  as  follows  :

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SECTION  V. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Report  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

I am  indebted  to  H.  F.  Dawe,  M.R.  San.  L,  A.  M.  1.  S.  E., 
the  Borough  Meat  and  Food  Inspector,  for  the  following 
report  on  the  work  done  under  this  Section  for  the  year  1944. 

(A).  MILK  SUPPLY. 

(1)  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  milk  supply  and  distribution 
in  the  district  on  the*  31st  December,  1944.  The  number  of  retail 
purveyors  of  milk  still  retained  in  the  Register  of  Retail  Purveyors 
was  53,  but  the  number  actually  selling  milk  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  two.  As  in  the  previous  year,  all  milk  is  now  retailed  by  the  two 
largest  dairies,  one  of  which  deals  with  wholesale  and  retail  supply 
and  the  other  retail  supply  only.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  latter 
firm  undertook  to  pasteurise  the  milk  previously  handled  by  a similar 
society  of  a neighbouring  city,  with  the  result  that  the  amount  of  milk 
handled  was  approximately  doubled.  The  number  of  shops  selling 
bottled  milk  was  nil,  but  the  occupiers  of  34  such  shops  are  still  re- 
gistered as  retail  purveyors.  During  the  year  every  effort  was  made 
to  ensure  that  the  milk  producers  in  the  Borough  complied  with  all 
the  conditions  relating  to  clean  milk  production,  and  many  visits  were 
made  to  their  premises. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  a well  supply  at  one  of  the 
dairies  and  found  to  be  polluted.  The  use  of  this  water  was  immedi- 
ately stopped,  and  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  the  main  water  supply 
only  was  used.  The  order  was  given  for  the  sinking  of  a new  borehole, 
but  this  work  was  not  commenced  during  the  year.  Regarding  the 
unsatisfactory  water  supply  to  the  farm  mentioned  in  my  last  Report, 
an  order  was  given  for  the  main  supply  to  be  provided,  but  this  work 


had  not  been  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  number  of  producers  of  “ Accredited  milk  shows  an 
increase  of  one  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  persuade  producers  to  become  “ Accredited.” 

During  the  year  a new  pasteurising  plant  and  refrigerating 
machinery  were  installed  at  one  of  the  dairies  and  was  in  complete 
working  order  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  plant  was  of  the  ” High 
Temperature  Short  Time  ” type,  approval  of  this  type  being  given  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations, 
1941.  This  type  of  plant  functions  on  an  entirely  different  principle 
from  the  ” Holder  ” t37pe,  the  milk  being  retained  at  a temperature 
of  1620F.  for  at  least  15  seconds,  after  which  it  is  immediately  cooled 
to  a temperature  of  not  more  than  550F.  The  advantages  claimed  for 
this  type  of  plant  are  those  of  reduced  time  of  operation,  simplicity 
and  results  comparable  with  the  other  type  of  plant.  The  order  for 
a similar  type  of  plant  to  be  installed  at  the  other  dairy  was  not 
executed  during  the  year  owing  to  the  general  delay  caused  by  war 
conditions. 

(4)  Milk  Sampling,  etc. 

(a)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

During  the  year  123  samples,  of  ” Pasteurised  ” milk  were  taken 
and  forwarded  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  examination. 

Of  the  123  samples  taken,  113  were  up  to  the  prescribed  standard 
and  10  below  such  standard.  Of  these  unsatisfactory  samples,  7 were 
below  the  prescribed  standard  as  regards  the  phosphatase  test,  3 were 
unsatisfactory  as  regards  the  bacterial  count,  and  nil  in  respect  of  both 
the  phosphatase  test  and  bacterial  count.  Regarding  the  unsatis- 
factory samples,  one  was  obtained  from  one  of  the  dairies  licensed  to 
pasteurise  milk,  and  9 were  from  the  other.  In  the  case  of  the  former 
dairy,  the  plant  was  checked  and  an  error  in  the  initial  temperature 
was  suspected.  No  further  unsatisfactory  samples  were  received  from 
this  dairy  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Regarding  the  other 
dairy,  the  unsatisfactory  samples  occurred  during  the  installation  of  the 
new  plant,  which  for  some  time  was  not  working  as  a complete  unit. 
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The  number  of  pasteurised  milk  samples  taken  was  the  highest 
so  far  recorded  and  the  percentage  of  unsatisfactory  samples  the  lowest, 
the  figures  since  1938  being  as  follows  : —

The  above  percentages  however  show  that  still  further  improve- 
ment in  plant  design  and  the  education  of  dairy  operatives  is  necessary 
before  all  such  milk  can  be  guaranteed  as  being  “ Pasteurised.” 

(h)  Heat  Treated  Milk. 

During  the  year  a scheme  for  the  Heat  Treatment  of  milk  came 
into  force  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  Suck  milk,  although  it  may  not  be  ” Pasteurised  ” milk, 
has  to  comply  with  certain  standards,  and  subject  to  the  milk  attaining 
these  standards,  the  dairies  receive  an  increased  price  for  the  milk  so 
treated.  At  the  request  of  .the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
regular  samples  of  such  milk  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council 
with  the  following  results  : —

Of  the  unsatisfactory  samples,  7 failed  on  account  of  insufficient 
heating  and  /or  holding  period,  and  2 failed  on  account  of  keeping 
quality.  Any  remedial  steps  found  to  be  necessary  are  taken  by  or 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

During  the  year  regular  samples  of  ” clean  ” bottles  and  the 
detergent  in  use  were  taken  from  the  bottle  washing  machines  of  the 
two  dairies  in  operation.  There  is  no  legal  standard  for  either  bottles 
or  detergents  beyond  the  requirement  that  a bottle  must  be  in  a state 
of  ” thorough  cleanliness  ” which  is  too  vague  a term  for  practical 
use.  The  results  obtained  from  the  samples  taken  indicate  that  a 
higher  general  standard  should  be  maintained,  and  the  two  dairies 
are  co-operating  fully  with  the  Department  to  achieve  this. 
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(B.)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

(1)  Slaughter-houses. 

Seven  private  slaughter-houses  were  licensed  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year,  but  in  six  of  these  slaughtering  is  still  discontinued 
under  the  Live  Stock  (Restrictions  on  Slaughtering)  Orders.  The 
slaughter-house  allowed  to  remain  open  is  that  situated  at  the  premises 
of  the  Four  Counties’  Bacon  Company  (1927)  Ltd.,  Eastleigh.  The 
* number  of  pigs  killed  at  this  factory  was  24,710,  which  was  a decrease 
compared  with  the  previous  year’s  kill  of  28,996.  In  addition,  50 
frozen  carcases  were  manufactured  into  bacon,  whilst  the  carcases  of 
258  English  pigs  slaughtered  outside  the  district  owing  to  an  outbreak 
of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  were  also  received  for  the  same  purpose. 
There  were  no  complaints  received  during  the  year  regarding  the 
offensive  trades  undertaken  by  this  Company.

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(3)  Diseased  or  Unsound  Meat  and  Food. 

As  a result  of  the  above  inspections  various  diseased  or  unsound 
conditions  were  discovered  as  detailed  in  the  following  tables.  The 
amount  of  tuberculosis  is  shown  in  Table  I and  other  diseased  con- 
ditions in  Table  II.  Table  III  shows  the  number  of  carcases  inspected 
and  the  percentage  incidence  of  disease.  Table  IV  shows  the  amount 
of  meat  and  other  foods  surrendered  on  account  of  unsoundness. 
Wherever  possible  steps  were  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  Local 
and  Regional  Food  Offices  for  suitable  portions  to  be  salvaged.  The 
foodstufis  condemned,  as  set  out  in  Table  IV,  are  due  to  war-time 
conditions  and  consist  mainly  of  canned  foods,  which,  as  a result  of 
prolonged  storage  or  rough  handling,  become  “ blown  " or  “ punctured.” 
In  addition,  fires  were  wilfully  started  by  a boy  at  both  a grocer’s  and 
a fishmonger’s  with  considerable  destruction  of  stock.  Both  traders 
and  the  public  seek  the  advice  of  the  Department  regarding  suspected 
unsound  food,  and  during  the  year  127  such  requests  were  made.  A 
visit  is  made  as  early  as  possible,  and  usually  on  receipt  of  the  request. 
Complaints  made  by  the  public  during  the  year  numbered  39,  and 
immediately  on  receipt  of  such  notification  the  complaints  were  in- 
vestigated, usually  with  amicable  results.

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(4)  Meat  Marking. — During  the  year  no  animals  were  stamped  with  the 
mark  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

(6)  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Adulteration. — Food  and  drugs  sampling  under  this  Act  is  carried 
out  in  the  Borough  by  the  County  Council. 

Registered  Premises. — The  number  of  premises  registered  under 


Section  14  of  the  Act  is  as  follows  : —

From  November,  1944,  the  Order  prohibiting  the  manufacture 
or  sale  of  ice-cream  was  rescinded,  but  ice-cream  was  not  produced  or 
sold  in  the  Borough  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

— No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  under 
Section  17  during  the  year. 
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S E C T I O N V I . 

• PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

(1)  Small  Pox. 

No  case  of  Small  Pox  was  notified  during  the  year. 

(2)  Measles. 

Forty-three  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  to  the  Department 
during  the  year,  compared  with  115  cases  in  1943.  All  the  cases  were 
treated  at  home,  none  proving  fatal.  The  incidence  reached  its  highest 
peak  in  March,  when  15  cases  were  notified,  while  its  lowest  level  was 
during  the  months  of  June,  July,  September  and  December,  when  no 
cases  were  notified.  Twelve  cases  were  notified  in  April,  eight  in 
November,  four  in  October,  three  in  August  and  one  in  May. 

(3)  Whooping  Cough. 

Forty-three  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the 
year.  The  highest  number  of  cases  notified  in  any  one  month  was 
nine  in  April,  the  lowest  being  in  the  months  of  September,  November 
and  December,  when  no  cases  were  notified.  No  case  proved  fatal. 

(4)  Typhoid  and  Para-Typhoid  Fevers. 

No  case ’of  Typhoid  or  Para-Typhoid  Fever  was  notified  during 
the  year  1944. 

(5)  Scarlet  Fever. 

Sixty-seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 
This  is  an  increase  on  the  42  cases  notified  during  1943,  and  43  in  1942. 
Forty-four  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital,  the  remaining  23  being 
isolated  at  home. 

(6)  Diphtheria. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year 
under  review.  At  the  31st  December  approximately  223  children 
between  the  ages  of  i and  5 years,  and  13  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  15  years  had  been  immunised. 

(7)  Erysipelas. 

Eight  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  to  the  Department  during 
1944.  Five  cases  were  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  remaining 
three  being  home  cases.  Two  cases  were  notified  in  each  of  the  months 
of  July  and  August,  and  one  in  each  of  the  months  of  April,  May, 
September  and  November. 

(8)  Acute  Polio-Myelitis. 

Four  cases  of  Acute  Polio-Myelitis  were  notified  during  1944. 
Two  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  at  Alton,  and  one  to  Win- 
chester Hospital.  One  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 


(9)  Pneumonia. 

Eleven  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  1944.  The 
highest  number  of  cases  occurring  in  any  one  month  being  three  in  t he 
month  of  March.  Two  cases  were  notified  in  each  of  the  months  of 
January,  April  and  October,  and  one  in  each  of  the  months  of  June 
and  August.  All  the  cases  were  treated  at  home. 

(10)  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

One  case  only  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified  during 
the  year.  This  case  was  treated  at  home. 

(11)  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  to  the  Department 
during  1944.  One  case  was  admitted  to  hospital,  the  other  being 
treated  at  home. 

(12)  Dysentery. 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  j^ear,  the  patient 
being  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(13)  Examination  of  Bacteriological  Specimens. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  free  of  charge  by 
the  County  Authorities,  full  advantage  being  taken  of  these  facilities. 

(14)  Cleansing  and  Disinfection  of  Verminous  Persons. 

No  permanent  public  facilities  exist  in  the  Borough  for  the 
cleansing  of  verminous  persons,  but  as  a temporary  measure  Scabies 
Clinics  have  been  held  at  the  First  Aid  Post.  During  the  year  under 
review  396  persons  were  treated  at  this  Clinic,  of  which  number  71 
were  persons  resident  outside  the  Borough. 

Verminous  clothes,  bedding,  etc.,  are  disinfected  with  an  insecti- 
cide or  steam  disinfected  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  During  1944  it  was 
found  necessary  to  steam  disinfect  verminous  clothes,  bedding,  etc.,  on 
16  occasions  only. 

Houses  and  rooms  are  disinfected  after  cases  of  infectious  disease 
with  “ Killgerm  " fumigators.  The  number  of  rooms  disinfected  during 


the  year  were  as  follows  : —
